Naturalization  is  a  Federal  right,  not  of  any 
one  State.  In  nearly  one-half  of  the  Union 
aliens  (who  have  declared  intentions)  have 
the  right  to  vote.  In  the  other  half  only  ac- 
tual citizens  m9.y  vote.  The  federal  natu- 
ralization Jaws  provide  that  no  alien  may  be 
naturalized  until  after  five  years'  residence. 
Even  after  five  years'  residence  and  natural- 
ization, the  State  must  confer  the  privilege 
upon  him,  and  he  votes  in  several  States  six 
months  after  landing,  if  he  has  declared  his 
intention,  under  United  States  law,  to  be- 
come a  citizen.
